Dear Mr. Colby: 


During the hearings of our Appropriations Committee on 
the National Aeronautics and Space Administration budget, the 
Committee expressed an interest in having more information about 
Soviet space programs. 

The United States is now engaged in a series of cooperative 
efforts with the USSR involving space activities. The Apollo/Soyuz 
Test Program is well underway and follow-on activities are being 
explored. 

In addition, your briefing before the Joint Economic 
Committee indicating an increased Soviet emphasis on space activities, 
provoked this Committee's interest. 

In light of the relationship between the US and USSR 
space programs and the Committee's responsibility to make decisions 
affecting this relationship, I invite you or your designee to 
appear before us . 

We would be most interested in a full briefing on the 
Soviet space program with emphasis on the following:
